JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 3— 
Gov. Forrest Smith called on the 
1951 Missouri Legislature, which 
convened at noon today, to auth- 
orize a huge state highway recon- 
struction and expansion program, 
which he declared is urgently 
needed for the defense of the 
state and the nation in a war 
emergency. 

Speaking at a joint Senate- 
House assembly, the Govornor re- 
ported a bill is being prepared 
for early introduction proposing 
an increase in the state gasoline 
tax as the most equitable means 
of -financing the highway im- 
provements. He told reporters the 
measure would seek to double 
— present tax of 2 cents a gal- 
on. 

In his message, Gov. Smith 
submitted recommendations for 
legislative action in a number of 
important fields, and reported on 
the condition of the state. He 
said Missouri’s government is fi- 
nancially sound, and there is no 
need for increases in the state 
sales, income and general prop- 
erty taxes. 

Other Proposals. 

His major recommendations in- 
clude: 

Prompt passage of the model 
state civil defense law, as pro- 
posed by the Secretary of De- 
fense. 

Enactment of a 
driver’s license law. 

Regulation of small loan 
companies, and legalization of 
interest rates fair to small bor- 
rowers and lenders. - 

Reduction of unemployment 
compensation taxes paid by em- 
ployers and increased benefits. 

Passage of enabling legislation 
extending federal old age and 
survivors insurance coverage to 
state, county and local employes.

BILL TO MODERNIZE 
AND STREAMLINE 
AIR FORCE OFFERED 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
Broad legislation to modernize 
and streamline the Air Force was 
introduced in Congress today, The 
House Armed Services Committee 
will begin hearings next week. 

One of the major provisions 
would be to set up a tactical air 


force as a separate command un- 
der direction of a four-star gen- 
eral. This would place tactical 
air force operation on a level 
with the strategic air command, 
stressing the importance given 
air-ground support in modern mil- 
itary thinking. 

In addition to the tactical and 
strategic air commands, there 
would be three other major com- 
mands—continental air command, 
air materiel command and Euro- 
pean support command. Each 
would be headed by a four-star 
general. 

In addition, the Secretary of the 
Air Force would have authority 
in emergencies to set up new 
major air commands, or to dis- 
continue or consolidate the five.

This brought to near- 
ly 10,000 the Red casualties from 
air attack alone since the enemy 
offensive started New Year’s eve. 
Communications with Seoul 
went dead at 2:35 p.m, Wednes- 
day (11:35 p.m. Tuesday, St. Louis 


).

number he may find. If a deep, 
tracking snow covers the ground 
for several days, every bunny in 
his hunting domain can easily be- 
come a victim of his hunting 
prowess. If he uses beagles or 
other strains of rabbit hounds 
during the winter months of Jan- 
uary and February when the 
frosts and snows have beaten 
down the vegetation to a mini- 
mum, rabbits can be systematical- 
ly killed off until the brood stock 
is reduced to a dangerously low 
number. 

Rabbit hunting in the Ozarks 
is at the lowest ebb it has ever 
been. Many hunters agree that 
it is almost non-existent as a 
sport in itself, and has become a 
by-product to be harvested inci- 
dental to other forms of hunting. 
Whether it be the young farm 
lad with his “poke-stalk” single 
barrel and his “pot-licker” rabbit 
hound or the elite sportsman with 
his “over-and-under” expensive 
gun and his pedigreed beagles, 
the results are the same. Neither 
is a magician who can pull rab- 
bits out of the hat when the crop 
has been decimated by so many 
different factors. 

Not Enough Protection. 

Other game crops have fol- 
lowed the passenger pigeon and 
the buffalo into oblivion because 
man thought the supply was inex- 
haustible. Three months out of 
the year, plus 10 days in Novem- 
ber, is only a token protection for 
this sporty little animal. One- 
third of a million rabbits, live- 


trapped and sent to 30 other 
states for the replenishing of 
their overshot, meager supply, is 
carrying the good neighbor pol- 
icy a bit too far. To permit mar- 
ket hunters to slaughter 438,760 
to be sold in the butcher shops 
alongside beef, lamb, and pork, 
smacks of the continental game 
‘markets of England and France. 
To permit a gun goon to satiate 
his desire to kill without limit 
or without giving a thought to 
the boy of today who desires to 
be a sportsman tomorrow-—to 
squander these natural resources 
in such a manner should be in- 
stantly curbed. | 

The sensible solution is to 
place a generous bag limit on 
the bunny, stop outstate live rab- 
bit shipments, and prohibit the 
selling of rabbit meat as is done 
with quail, ducks and squirrels. 
Only then will rabbit hunting be 
restored to its former status—one 
of the finest and most popular 
sports which man has ever been 
privileged to enjoy.

ered a major one.” 

This is a disappointment to 
Bear Coach Blair Gullion, who 
has asserted that the Washing- 
ton schedule is as tough as that 
played by many teams.

N planning for defense. against atomic warfare, one of the first 


steps is to estimate the potential numbers and types of civilian |: 


casualties. Actual experience, to date, has been with the so-called’ 
nominal bombs exploded over Hiroshima and ner and the 
eee ee ee ee bombings. . 


The primary assumption in esti- 
mating casualties is that the 8 
would be exploded in the air 
about 2000 feet or at the yt 
altitude” for the bomb used as 
was done in Japan, since this type 
of: high air-burst results in the 
greatest area of damage. Such an 
attack could occur with or with- 
out warning, during day or night. 
Casualties would vary according 
to conditions at the time of attack. 

For purposes of discussion, an 
“average” American city with a 
population density of about 13,000 
per square mile has been as- 
sumed. (The 1940 census gives the 
following population densities: 


Chicago, 16,500; Detroit, 11.750; 


San Francisco, 14,250; Washing- 
ton, D. C., 11,000.) (Note: St. 
Louis has a population density of 
about 14,000.) 

In addition to population varia- 
tions between cities, there are 
wide variations in population den- 
sity between individual areas of 
single cities according to the time 
of day. New York, for example, 
presents a particular problem be- 
cause of a population density on 
Manhattan Island of 145,000 per 
square mile by day and 76,000 by 
night. 
Attacks Without Warning. 

& surprise daylight attack 
with a nominal bomb exploded 
at 2000 feet over an “average”

Of this total, 40,000 (3314 per 
cent) would either be killed out- 
right or would die the first day.

Thus, probably 80,000 casual- 
ties (6624 per cent) would sur- 
vive the first 24 hours. 

Of these $0,000 it is estimated

The-total of over 100 per cent 
arises from the fact that a num- 
ber of casualties would be suf- 
fering from two or more types 
of injuries 
This hypothetical result of 
bombing an “average city” will be 
used for purposes of illustration 
throughout this manual. The per- 
centages, of course, may be direct- 
ly applied by any city for making 
its’ own estimates. 

At Hiroshima and Nagasaki, the 
number of deaths per week. after 
the first day, was halved each 
week for seven weeks. Under the 
conditions assumed, this would 
mean 40,000 deaths on the first 
day, 10,000 deaths in the first 
week following the first day, 5000 
deaths in the second week, 2500 
deaths in the third week, and so 
on. Few deaths would occur after 
the seventh week. 

Of the casualties Surviving the 
first day, approximately one-third 
(25,000-30,000) would require hos- 
pitalization and extensive treat- 
ment; about one-third would re- 
quire hospitalization with a mod- 
erate amount of medical care; and 
the remaining one-third would 
require little medical care and 
could be given out-patient type of 
medical service.

Methods of Preparing Casualty 
Estimates 


The many factors and combina- 
tion of factors which might have

Military Semi-Alert. 

In its current issue, the Digest 
discusses the military service 
and training program of the 
Soviet Union. Among other 
things, it says: 

No other country has such an 
intensive, all-inclusive program 
for military training. “The av- 
erage Soviet citizen lives his en- 
tire life in an atmosphere of 
military semi-alert.” Small chil- 
dren in school learn early such 
phrases as “front,” “offensive,” 
and “objective.” The Russian Pio- 
neer, who in a peaceful land 
would be a Boy Scout, is taught 
rifle marksmanship and anti- 
tank tactics. 

All males who reach their nine- 
teenth birthday are subject to 
conscription. Only men over 50 
or those physically unfit are ex- 
empt from military service. Even 
when over 50, a man may be re- 
called for emergency duty in 
home defense units. Periods of 
active duty range from two to 
five years, but men often are re- 
tained well beyond that time. 
When released from active duty, 
a Russian becomes a reservist 
with yearly refresher courses.

This was tlie pattern of the 
earlier Chinese offensive in North 
Korea.

In itself, however, as far as it 
has now progressed, the Red at- 
tack against the U.N. left flank 
has accomplished comparatively 
little. The enemy penetrated our 
outpost zone quite deeply at one 
point. This caused the U.N. out- 
post line to fall back to prepared 
positions farther in the rear: 
which is perfectly normal and to 
be expected. 


Purpose of Outposts. 

The purpose of covering the 
front of a defensive position with 
a line of outposts is to compel 
enemy deployment, inflict losses, 
determine the enemy’s strength 
and purpose on that part of the 
front, and give plenty of time for 
the commander to decide how 
best to deal with the enemy’s 
moves, without involving his main 
forces before he has made up his 
mind in the light of the informa- 
tion develoned by the outpost 
contacts. The fact that an out- 
post line withdraws is not impor- 
tant, unless the enemy moves so 
fast or so unexpectedly that he 
cuts off and destroys a great 
many of the troops manning the 
outpost positions. 

In this case, it was the enemy 
who suffered the losses. Airpower, 
artillery, mines and infantry weap- 
ons se em to have taken a very 
heavy toll indeed of the advancing 
Chinese and North Korean mass- 
es. This is going to have a cumu- 
lative effect on enemy morale. 

Reports of Reds Impressive. 

It is all very impressive to hear 
that Chinese troops marched 
across a mine-field on solid col- 
umn of fours in order to make a 
human bridge of mangled bodies 
over which their comrades of the 
second wave could drive forward 
in safety.

The differences go beyond Germany. Where 
the West advocates a four-power conference to 
discuss all sources of the present tension, Rus- 
sia hints that it may want Communist China to 
participate in any negotiations touching Asia. 

These differences, of course, are not new. 
Their existence is a reason for, rather than a 
reason against, negotiations. The problem is 
to find a formula by which negotiations can 
get started. Secretary Acheson says the Rus- 
sians have not actually accepted the West’s 
proposal for a preliminary conférence; but 
London and Paris diplomatic sources believe 
the door isiopen. It should be the purpose of 
the West to let no finespun disputes over 
language close the door. 

The text of the Soviet note as published in 
London does not seem to bear out early Wash- 
ington fears that it attached unacceptable condi- 
tions to such a meeting. The note does, of 
course, follow the propaganda line of the 
Prague conference, which is that only the West- 
ern powers are blocking the fulfillment of the 
Potsdam agreements. It does dilate on German 
participation in Western defense as the “striving 
of certain aggressive circles.” 

But the West need not accept the Prague line, 
nor need it interrupt the strengthening of its 
defenses, in order to be willing to negotiate. So 
long as there is any chance at all of reaching a 
political settlement that could relieve interna- 
tional tensions, the West cannot afford to reject 
the attempt. 
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For the Honor of the Senate 

It will be very interesting to see whether the 
new Senate submits the records ‘of the Armed 
Services Committee’s hearings on Mrs. Anna 
Rosenberg to the Department of Justice. Re- 
fusal to do so will mean that the Senate is pro- 
tecting those who may have been guilty of 
perjury in an attempt to blacken the reputation 
of an honorable woman. 

Marquis Childs tells the story of this dirty 
business today with considerable indignation. 
And it is impossible not to share his indignation. 
Granted that congressional committees should 
have reasonable latitude in conducting investiga- 
tions, it is nevertheless shocking that such a

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Federal Ax for Slot Machines 

President Truman has signed a bill prohibit- 
ing interstate shipment of slot machines, except 
to states where one-armed bandits are legal. 
The law means federal action against a tre- 
mendous source of criminal revenue, for slot 
machines have had a deft way with America’s 
loose change. 

A year ago a group of eminent Boston citizens 
who studied commercial crime reported that 
gambling took a 21 billion dollar annual cut 
from American income. Slot machines swal- 
lowed two to three billions of the total. 

The slot machine operates on a principle of 
diminished returns. Its whirring, clanking 
mechanism is often fixed to take 40 to 80 per

Down at Camp Polk in Louisiana, there are a 
lot of American boys who are training rigorously 
for the potential battlefields that await them 
overseas. The big army camp is surrounded by 
small towns inhabited by some civilians who are 
working fairly vigorously at piling up some easy 
money. There are many ways of earning a liv- 
ing, but, as a dispatch in the Chicago Tribune 
puts it, these civilians are “making rich profits 
from soldiers ready to pay almost any price for 
housing for their wives and children.” 

Drab houses of the shack variety and so-called 
apartments that went begging at $20 a month 
until Camp Polk reopened are now earning up 
to $90 a month for their owners. Sgt. Richard 
Hill of St. Louis, with a wife and two children, 
is reported as being “lucky” because he pays 
only $70 “for two rooms with sketchy cooking 
facilities, no private bath or toilet, and not even 
running water.” And the patriotic owner of a 
clapboard shack “moved out her $25 civilian 
tenant and rented the place to a sergeant at 
575.“ And so on. 

But two brothers, Jack and Maurice Schwartz, 
who in 1948 bought from the Federal Govern- 
ment a 47-acre housing project built during 
World War II, are renting four-room unfur- 
nished apartments at $35 a month and five-room 
furnished at $62.50. As Jack Schwartz said: “I 
keep the rents down because I just can’t see 
clipping men who are trying to spend what may 
be their last few months in this country with 
their loved ones.” 
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The worst of it all is that when these GIs 


reach the battlefields they will be fighting for 
the clapboard shack landlords as well as Jack 
and Maurice Schwartz. 
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No Place for Favoritism 

The announced campaign of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service to rid St. Louis’ streets of careless 
or reckless taxicab and service car drivers is 
thoroughly praiseworthy. Certainly there is no 
justification for permitting a driver with a 
proved dangerous record to continue to imperil 
the lives of his passengers, pedestrians or other 
motorists. 

It is-to be hoped that the board will proceed 
with scrupulous fairness in this campaign. It 
should make certain that it does nothing which 
might make it appear that Negro taxicab drivers, 
or drivers for any single company, had been dis- 
criminated against. ‘ 

The color of the driver’s skin, the color or po- 
litical affiliations of a company’s owner, obvi- 
ously have nothing to do with the case. If the 
driver is dangerous, his permit should be re- 
voked, for his driving endangers all citizens 
equally. Other considerations are extraneous.

* “Billie,” as his friends long knew him, would 
have led a worthwhile life had he devoted him- 
self only to arbitration and other efforts to bet- 
ter relations between workers and employers. 
In addition, he raised money for Jewish philan- 
thropies and non-sectarian charities when money 
was hard to raise. He was as indefatigable a 
helper of Howard University as that college for 
Negroes ever had. He was always ready to assist 
refugees from oppression abroad, as his devotion 
to the New School for Social Research and its 
“faculty in exile” shows. He was a@ trustee of 
The Nation and The Survey and aided them 
both many times. 1 

Jacob Billikopf’s life is a shining demonstra- 
tion of how much good can come to our shores 
from overseas including Russia. The splendid 
work he leaves behind should shame those little 
men who would, for partisan reasons, attempt 
to deny the very truth which his achievement 
proves.

West coast liberals find initiative and referendum no magic chariot 
to a better society; side which spends most for propaganda, usually 
wins, and No“ comes easier than Ves“; curb on spending, wider 
political education urged to strengthen system of government.

Fifty years ago, Oregon introduced a 
unique governmental system to the New 
World. This was the initiative and refer- 
endum. It provided that the people, by 
petition, could enact any laws they wished. 
A recalcitrant and corrupt legislature 
might readily be by-passed> 

_Today, the initiative and referendum 
have spread in varying forms to 20 other 
states, yet such proposals as public hous- 
ing, better welfare programs, and extended 
educational opportunities have fared no 
better in these states 
than in many of the 
realms which do not 
have the system of 
„government by pe- 
tition.“ 


In recent years 
California, the state 
where the initiative 
and referendum now 
are used the most 
frequently, has vot- 
ed down bills to cre- 
ate a state housing 
authority, to redis- 
trict the legislature 
on the basis of pres- — : 
ent-day population, George W. Norris 
to repeal a consumer’s sales tax and to 
adopt a state FEPC. 


These setbacks have given pause to lib- 
‘erals and welfare workers. Such persons 
originally persuaded the Western states to 
become a laboratory for an extraordinary 
political experiment. But the system of 
initiative and referendum, far from being 
an open-sesame to an advanced program of 
social reform, actually has been turned 
against its sponsors. 


Indeed, real estate corporations on the 
coast have made it a policy to subject low 
cost housing measures to referendum vote. 
In most instances, the measures have lost. 


What Is the Trouble? 


And although financially sound old age 
security plans have been rejected at the 
polls, the voters of many Western states 
have adopted catch-all pension bills which 
actually threaten existing welfare laws. 
Colorado’s schools have virtually been 
gutted by an initiative proposal which gives 
a prior claim on state revenues to old age 
assistance. : 

What is the trouble? Are the people 
not fit to rule? They are-—~emphatically. 
No better ultimate fribunal has yet been 
found. But whether millions of men and 
women can become a vast open-air legis- 
lature is something else again. 


Eleven bills appeared on the Oregon bal- 
lot in 1948. The confusion was great: the 
voters. enacted one bill which added $37,- 
000,000 to state obligations and simultane- 
ously they passed another which trimmed 
$24,000,000 from state tax revenues. 


But are the people to blame? Could 


the system be expected to succeed without 


a general campaign of public education to 
accompany this widening of the suffrage? 


So far, propaganda rather than informa- 


~ tion has been the people’s fare when the 


ballot is loaded with initiative petitions.

ston W. Crouch concluded that “in most 
instances the old adage of politics that 
‘the side that spends the most, wins’ has 
been proven true.” As much as $1,250,000 
has flowed through advertising agencies 
to influence the vote on just one Califor- 
nia initiative measure. 


Even the task of obtaining the requisite 
signatures has become a project calling 
for substantial sums. An initiative, by 
which a bill is first proposed, needs the 
signatures of 8 per cent of the state’s vot- 
ers to get on the ballot. A referendum, 
which puts up to the people an act passed 
by the legislature, must fill petitions with 
the names of 5 per cent of the electorate. 

More than one worthy proposal has 
failed for lack of signatures. 

A California advertising man and pro- 
moter named Joe Robinson is attempting 
to fill this void, with some profit to him- 


self. For $100,000 Robinson will guaran- 


tee to “qualify” a bill for the California 
ballot. 


“Stick Behind the Door” 


Robinson calls himself a political 
eunuch.” The contents of a proposed bill 
have no interest to him. He rounds up 
names for the side’ which hires him. He 
put the famous McLain pension bill on the 
ballot. A year later, with the state’s 
finances allegedly imperiled, he secured 
enough signatures to bring about the re- 
peal of the bill he had helped so recently 
to pass! 


Advocates of public housing in Los 
Angeles county now are considering a 
measure to forbid payment for initiative 
and referendum signatures. 

Such a restriction should be accompa- 
nied by a law strictly limiting the amount 
of money which can be spent during a 
campaign for and against a bill. 

Despite all the irritations and genuine 
obstacles, few liberals and welfare work- 
ers would advocate abandonment of the 


initiative and referendum. They still are 


“a stick behind the door,” as Lincoln Stef- 
fens called them long ago. A legislature, 
no matter how arrogant and partisan, real- 
izes it is not the court of last resort. Per- 
haps the referendum, which overrules a 
legislature, has proved more useful than 
the initiative, which originates proposals. 

Study of election results in the 21 states 
having some form of the initiative and ref- 
erendum reveals conclusively that it is far, 
harder to secure a Yes vote than one ex- 
pressed in the negative. As the ballot has 
become longer, approaching bed-sheet pro- 


portions, people show a tendency to vote 


No on every measure. This upholds ref- 
endums, but it defeats initiatives. 


Only as Strong as People 


The inclination to vote blindly is evi- 
dence of the imperative need for increased 
political education. H each ballot is to 
list a column of vital legislative proposals 
for decision by the electorate, the people 
thus charged with responsibility must have 
better sources of information than they 
have. today. | 

Until this is done, the initiative and 
referendum will be no magic chariot to a 
better, happier society.

THE LONELY CROWD. A Study of the Changing 
American Character, by David Riesman in Collabo- 
ration With Reuel Denney and Nathan Slater. (Yale 
University Press, New Haven, 386 pgs., $4.) 

After having waded through a sea of 
words, the reader will have learned that 
the “inner-directed” man of the nineteenth 
century had clear goals in life and knew 
what to do with his spare time, whereas 
the “other-directed” man of our unfortu- 
nate century is always under pressure to 
imitate the Joneses and is, therefore, 
rather helpless in the art of living. 


The book is a typical product of mod- 
ern sociology: generalizations which may 
or may not mean anything. It is difficult 
to judge the amount of truth contained in 
such statements. 


For instance, the author scores the ob- 
jectless craving” of modern man, a crav- 
ing for the satisfactions others seem to 
have. The consumer is “kept from splurg- 
ing too much by fear of others’ envy, and 
from consuming too little by fear of his 
gwn envy of others.” 

This undoubtedly holds true for many 
Americans—but can it be set down as a 
general truth? And, on the other hand, 
does not standardization and mass produc- 
tion impose upon the consumer a set of 
values which, under different circum- 
stances, he would not have adopted? 


Similar exceptions may be taken to the 


‘statement that „modern popular culture 


teaches man “to regard politics and politi- 
cal information and attitudes as consump- 
tion goods. They are products, games, 
entertainments, recreations; and he is 
their purchaser, player, spectator, or 
leisure-time observer.” PS ae 

This, again, is just as true as it is u 
true, depending on the viewpoint of the 
observer. It could also be argued that in 
the wake of the general feeling of hope- 
lessness so characteristic of our time 
people no longer see any deeper meaning 
in politics or culture as media of under- 
standing and progress. In other words, 
what looks like “play” to some observers 
may be interpreted by others as dissatis- 
faction and disgust. 

The author believes that Americans 
have lost their ‘individuality, that they 
“overconform.” Will they wake up to the 
discovery, he asks, “that a host of be- 
havioral.rituals are the result, not of an 
inescapable social imperative but of an 
image of society that, though false, pro- 
vides certain secondary gains for the 
people who believe in it?” 

That may be so. However, so far so- 
ciology has failed to describe the type of 
society that does not evolve “behavioral 
rituals.” In fact, to put it plainly, such 
a society would be anarchy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 — The 
new majority leader of the Sen- 
ate, Ernest William McFarland of 
Arizona, is a drawly, 200-pound 
ruddy-faced, graying man of 56 
western summers. 

He has a fairly high boiling u 
point. That means he has the 
patience to take on the trying job 
to which the Senate Democrats 
elected him, after warnings by 
Senator Douglas of Illinois that to 
go conservative now will defeat 
the party in 1952. 

McFarland was chosen because 
he is as near to being a middle- 
grounder as the Democrats could 
find among their eligibles who 
could be acceptable alike to the 
Southerners who don’t always stay 


‘hitched to the Truman team, and 


some of the Northerners who play 
more New Deal and Fair Deal ball. 
Has Some Experience. 
The job of steering the Senate, 
which Scott Lucas of Illinois 
found an arduous one because of 
the narrow margin of Democratic 
balance—narrower now to exactly 
a majority of the 96 Senators—is 
not exactly new to McFarland. He 
sat in for Lucas frequently dur- 
ing the last summer and fall while 
Lucas and Democratic Whip My- 
ers of Pennsylvania were conduct- 
ing their unsuccessful campaigns. 
Senator McFarland was born on 
an Oklahoma farm at a time when 
Oklahoma farms were not rolling 
their owners in anything like

wealth. His parents were “Soon- 
ers,” settling on the Pottawatto- 
mie strip. He had to work, even 
to go to high school.

He got a job in the Valley 
National Bank af Phoenix until 
he figured he had enough money 
to get him to Palo Alto, Calif., 
and maybe sée him through the 
principal tuition costs. There he 
worked his way to a law degree, 
and a master’s degree in political 
science. He has had time to be 
a joiner since. . He is an Elk, 
a Knight of Pythias, a Mason, a 
Shriner and a Jester, as well as 
a legionnaire, 

Back in Arizona, at Casa Grande, 
he practiced law for a while, then 
got into politics. He was by turns 
assistant attorney general of Ari- 
zona for two years, county attor- 
ney for six years and judge of 
the Pinal County Superior Court 
for six years, before he was elect- 
ed to the Senate first in 1940 
His second term ends in 1953.

THE SKETCHBOOK OPENS with a page depict- 
ing Our Ancient Wildlife,” as the record may be 
read in fossil remains in the rocky sub-structure 
of our state. Here are shown the shellfish, de- 
posited when the land that is now Missouri lay 
beneath the sea, some of which have changed but 
little during the past 800 million years. Here lived 
the sea lily, related to the starfish, and giant sharks 
of which smaller variations still exist in far-off 
oceans. Here in our coal deposits are fossils. of 
dragonflies with a- 29-inch wing spread, while 
other formations have turned up the tusks of 
mastodons and mammoths which were present in 
Missouri at a much later date. 
The coming of the white men took heavy toll of 
wildlife as forests were destroyed ruthlessly and 
the prairie was put to the plow. Thus in “Our 
Faded Trails” is told the story of the disappearance, 
almost within memory of men now living, of many 
species once common to the state. Among these 
are the buffalo that roamed the Missouri prairie, 
the elk of our forests and, even later, the black 
bear and panther which survived until the swampy 
lowlands of southeast Missouri were drained and 
planted to cotton. Among the birds once numerous 
but now gone from our flyways are the Carolina 
parakeet, passenger pigeon, whooping crane and 
trumpeter swan and Eskimo curlew,. Of these, the 
parakeet, pigeon and curlew are extinct, whjle 
small remnants of ‘swan and crane flocks survive 
only in carefully guarded sanctuaries. Still another 
drawing is titled Our Heritage—the Soil,” and 
here the caption helps tell the story.

| Playing Canasta to Win | 


By Albert H. Morehead 


MUST begin today with a 
| I am about to de- 

scribe a Canasta variation that 
some people are playing. It is 
NOT part of the official Canasta 
laws. I doubt that it ever will be. 
But since some players feel that 
it makes their games more excit- 
— I feel that it is worth writing 
about. 


The house rule they are play- 
ing is this: If you take the pack, 
you are permitted, on that turn, 
to make only the one meld that 
entitles you to take it. You can't 
meld anything else that you find 
in the pack until your next turn. 


If somebody goes out before your 


next turn comes, you're stuck 
with all those cards in your hand. 
It can be costly enough to give 
you pause in this situation, when 
you hold: 


THE PACK IS FROZEN. It 
contains about twenty cards, in- 
cluding wild cards and melds that 
will let you make a couple of 
canastas right away. So when 
somebody throws you a ten you'd 
grab it like a shot—if it weren’t 
for the table rule that you'll have 
to wait a round before you can 
—— anything but those three 

ns. 


Nevertheless, you prqpably take 
the pack. The bonuses for the

If you do get stuck, the cards 
count only at their card value; 
if you get another turn, you gain 
not only the card values but the 
canasta bonuses as well. 

But under certain circum- 
stances you might pass up the 
pack as too dangerous. You have 
to consider how likely it is that 
an opponent.can go out. And you 
have to think about your own 
score.

IF, FOR EXAMPLE: You are 
already slightly over 5000—or.
